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Martin Singer to replace Robert Wall as provost 
in Arts and Science Faculty's Division IV. 


At its regular meeting last night, the Board of Governors 
approved the appointment of Martin Singer as the new provost responsible 


for Division IV of the Arts and Science Faculty. 


He replaces the current provost, Robert Wall, who is leaving 
Concordia this spring for a position with Fairleigh-Dickinson University 
in New Jersey. 

As provost, Singer will be responsible for Division IV, the 


division in which the university's "colleges" and many of its inter- 


disciplinary programs are housed. 


The 32-year-old Singer is currently assistant provost and 


a professor of Chinese and Japanese history at the university. 


Singer joined the History Department at Sir George in 1972, 


the same year he came to Canada from his native United States. 


After graduating with a BA from the City University of New 
York's Hunter College, Singer went to the University of Michigan where 
he received his MA in East Asian Studies and his PhD in History. 


Martin Singer's term of office as provost runs from June 1, 


1980 to May 31, 1985. 
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
